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Japan avoids U.S. trade sanctions 
U\S., Japan reach sudden accord

GENEVA — Dodging imminent 
American sanctions, Japan promised 
on Wednesday to open its long- 
shielded auto market to the United 
States in a sudden agreement that 
staved off an outright trade war 
between the world’s two largest 
economies. 

The real effects of the agreement 
could take years to determine. But 
President Clinton hailed it as a break- 
through that will give the United 
States access to Japan’s mammoth 
auto market and create thousands of 
American jobs. 

The pact that culminated two years 
of negotiations came hours before 
Washington’s deadline to impose 100 
percent tariffs on 13 Japanese luxury 
car models, including Toyota’s Lexus 
and Honda’s Acura lines. The talks 
had long appeared doomed. 


July 4th fireworks 
pose hazard even 
after rainy spring

If the wet spring season has lured 
you into believing there is less of a 
chance for firework-caused fires to 
occur, then Orem Fire Captain John 
VanOrman-has-some-news for you. 

“The extra rain has given us a lot of 
extra undergrowth that has now dried 
out,” VanOrman said. “This means 
that there is a greater potential for 
grass and brush fires.” 

VanOrman said despite the extra 
rainfall this year, soaring tempera- 
tures have begun to dry the once 
green hillsides, making them perfect 
kindling for potentially serious fires. 

He said that every year on July 4 his 
station receives 10 to 12 calls to 
attend to fires caused by people set- 
ting off illegal fireworks. 

He told the story of two Mapleton 
boys who started a brush fire damag- 
ing federal lands, an accident that cost 
the boys $250,000 apiece. VanOrman 
said that often people who set such 
fires are held financially responsible 
for the damage and fire-fighting costs. 

VanOrman said homes and people 
are often victimized by fires caused 
by fireworks. In the past, VanOrman 
has seen houses severely damaged 
and persons who have suffered bodily 
harm because of firework misuse. He 
said one Orem woman lost her sight 
in a firework related accident. 

VanOrman said people should not 
use illegal fireworks, and when set- 
ting off legal fireworks, they should 
do so in safe places. He said drive- 
ways and paved roads are good places 
to light fireworks. He also comment- 
ed that fireworks should not be 
thrown or misused as improper usage 
may lead to problems. VanOrman 
also cautioned parents to stay with 
their young children at all times when 
they are lighting off fireworks. 

“Because kids don’t have the judg- 
ment to exercise proper control, adult 
supervision is a _ necessity,” 
VanOrman said. 


“We all went from pessimism to the 
agreement, without stopping at opti- 
mism,” said U.S. Trade 
Representative Mickey Kantor. 

Aware of the high domestic political 
stakes, both sides claimed victory. 
Clinton said the agreement would 
lead to a major increase in sales of 
U.S. automobiles and spare parts to 
Japanese companies. The United 
States dropped its threat to impose the 
sanctions against $5.9 billion worth of 
luxury Japanese automobiles, due to 
take effect at midnight Wednesday. 

What may have clinched the gov- 
ernmental accord was the United 
States’ dropping its insistence on 
numerical targets to measure increas- 
ing sales. Japanese Trade Minister 
Ryutaro Hashimoto said the accord 
excluded targets. Instead, Washington 
accepted “voluntary” plans by top 
Japanese car companies to boost pur- 
chases. 
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“This agreement is specific. It is 
measurable. It will achieve real, con- 
crete results,” Clinton said in 
Washington. “I have insisted on it 
from the start.” 

Hashimoto said Tokyo had with- 
drawn its complaint against the 
United States before the World Trade 
Organization — the global trade 
police officer — in return for 
Washington dropping the sanctions 
threat. 

At the heart of the auto dispute was 
the U.S. trade deficit with Japan, 
which reached $66 billion last year, 
more than half in the automotive sec- 
tor. Tokyo had rejected numerical tar- 
gets and said it could not force com- 
panies to buy American products. 

As soon as the accord was reached, 
major motor manufacturers in Japan 
announced plans to increase produc- 
tion and investment in the United 
States.

Unabomber threat halts airmail 


FAA tightens security 
at California airports

LOS ANGELES — Authorities 
tightened airport security around the 
state and stopped all air mail out of 
California on Wednesday after the 
Unabomber threatened in a letter to 
blow up a plane. 

The letter — its authenticity con- 


> firmed by the FBI — represents the 
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first tire the elusive boniber has 
‘threatened a target in advance. 
With the busy July Fourth weekend 


approaching, the Federal Aviation 
Administration warned passengers 
flying from California airports to 
watch out for suspicious bags or 
parcels and to expect security delays. 
Long lines formed as ticket agents 
checked passengers for photo IDs, 


and some airlines waived fees for pas- 
sengers wanting to change their 
flights. 

“We are taking it very seriously. We 
do deem it be a credible threat,” Ed 
Jones, division manager of security 
for the FAA, said at Los Angeles 
International Airport. 

The letter, received Tuesday by the 
San Francisco Chronicle, read: 
“WARNING. The terrorist group FC, 
called unabomber by the FBI, is plan- 
ning to blow up an airliner out of Los 
Angeles International Airport some 
time during the next six days. To 
prove that the writer of this letter 
knows something about FC, the first 
two digits of their identifying number 
are:3554 

The “55” is believed to refer to a 
nine-digit code number used in 
Unabomber letters in the past. The 
code number has not been released, 
but the “55” portion is not a secret. 

FBI agent Jim Freeman said he is 


“100 percent” sure the letter is from 
the Unabomber, the name the FBI has 
given to the person who has killed 
three people and injured 23 with 16 
package bombs since 1978. 

Freeman said laboratory tests con- 
firmed the letter’s authenticity, but he 
would not elaborate. In a statement, 
however, the FBI said the letter had 
similar “language, content and other 
characteristics of previous letters 
known to have originated from the 
Unabom suspect.” 

In 1979, an altitude-triggered incen- 
diary bomb sent by the Unabomber 
partially detonated in the cargo hold 
during an American Airlines flight, 
and 12 people suffered smoke inhala- 
tion. 

The most recent victim of the 
Unabomber, so-named because many 
of his bombs were aimed at airlines 
and universities, was timber. industry 
lobbyist Gilbert Murray, killed in his 
Sacramento office on April 24.

Justice Department ends Packwood inquiry 


WASHINGTON — The Justice Department has closed its investigation of 
Sen. Bob Packwood, R-Ore., and has decided against prosecuting him over 
allegations that he solicited job offers from lobbyists for his ex-wife. 

The department told Packwood’s lawyers of the decision in a letter dated 
Wednesday and obtained by The Associated Press. 

“This will inform you that the Public Integrity Section has declined prosecu- 
‘tion and closed its investigation of allegations that your client, United States 
~ Sénator Robert Packwood, arranged for certain individuals to make job offers 
to‘his wife in exchange for official acts,” the letter said. 

Signed by Lee J. Radek, chief of the public integrity section, the letter was 
‘sent to Jacob Stein and Robert Muse, Packwood’s lawyers based in 
Washington, D.C. 

. “Justice Department spokesman John Russell confirmed that the case had been 
closed and said no other related issues were being probed. 

Packwood’s press secretary, Bobbi Munson, said the senator and his lawyers 
had received the letter from Radek, adding, “We’re very pleased and beyond 
that we should not comment.” 


City council tables vote on pool ordinance 


‘Provo City Council members got their feet wet but refused to take the plunge 
on a proposed ordinance that would open the city pool on Sundays. 

After three hours of debate and extensive public comment, the council voted 
4-3 to table the ordinance, perhaps indefinitely. 

Rather than risk passing an ordinance many viewed as badly flawed, the 
council put off a vote on a legislative challenge to Mayor George Stewart’s 
edict to close Veterans Memorial Pool on Sundays. 

.-“T think this ordinance pits church against church and rich against poor. I 
think it is like using an elephant gun to kill a mouse,” said Councilman Dennis 
Hall. 

Expectations for some definitive action were raised by the presence of 40 pro- 
testers, who attended a pre-meeting rally and marched on City Hall to voice 
their support for reopening the facility.on Sundays. 


Senate votes to curb stockholder law suits 


‘WASHINGTON — The Senate voted by a decisive margin Wednesday to 
curb stockholders’ suits against companies and their accountants. Backers said 
the bill is sorely needed to stop frivolous lawsuits, but consumer groups called 
it an outrage, sure to stifle legitimate complaints. 

The overwhelming 70-29 vote, with one member voting present, coupled with 
a 325-99 House vote for a more expansive version in March, means proponents 
may have sufficient votes to override a possible presidential veto. 

White House aides have only hinted at a veto. The bills now go to a House- 
Senate conference to resolve their differences. 

Business interests who favored the measure as well as consumer groups and 
trial lawyers who opposed it waged extensive lobbying efforts on Capitol Hill 
while eliciting public support for their positions through expensive broadcast 
and newspaper ads. 


Polygamist jailed after kidnapping kids 


SALT LAKE CITY — A Utah man who kidnapped his nine children from 
their home in suburban Sacramento and took them to a polygamist colony in 
Mexico has been jailed in El Paso, Texas. 

Bruce Kirschman, 38, was arrested June 20 as part of a sting operation by the 
FBI, the Sacramento district attorney and Salt Lake County investigator Dick 
Forbes said Wednesday. 

The nine children, ages 4 months to 14 years when they were taken last 
October, had been staying with their father in Colonia LeBaron, a polygamist 
colony 40 miles south of El Paso in the Mexican state of Chihuahua. The 
colony was settled in the 1940s. 

Forbes, chief investigator for the Salt Lake district attorney’s office, used his 
considerable contacts in the Mexico polygamist community — he investigated 
a series of polygamist murders in the 1970s and ‘80s — to pinpoint 
Kirschman’s whereabouts. 

Julie Kirschman said she separated from her husband last summer because he 
had taken a second wife and had been excommunicated from The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. The LDS Church discontinued the practice of 
plural marriages in 1890.

The minimum hourly wage tor BYU 
employees will be raised 20 cents in 
October from $5.20 to $5.40. 

All BYU employees making 
between $5.20 and $7.40 an hour will 
receive the increase, said Penny 
Morrell, manager of student employ- 
ment. 
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There are about 9000 jobs on cam- 
pus that are paid hourly during fall 
and winter semesters that will be 
affected, she said. 

Other campus employees who work 
on contract, suck as teacher’s assis- 
tants and students doing research, will 
also be affected Their pay increase 
will go into effect in September, 
Morrell said. 

“The people ¢n contract will have 
an equivalent itcrease (in salary) in 
their entry level positions,” said 
Carolyn Henrfz, assistant administra- 
tive vice president for Human 
Resource Services. 

The factors that contributed to the 
raise in salary were cost of living fac- 
tors, incluling housing, food and 
those relat:d to acquiring an educa- 
tion at BYY, Henrie said. ; z 

“Those are our basic guidelines,” 
she said. “We also have to look within 
the budget allocated to us by the 
Board of Trustees.” 

This pay increase makes BYU’s 
minimum wage $1.15 more than both 
that of Utah’s stafe universities and 
Westrrinster College, which. begin 
their ;tudents’ hourly wages at the 
state ninimum of $4.25.

cation of nuclear weapons. It says, 
‘This is the Enola Gay. It dropped the 
bomb that ended the war.’ It doesn’t 
take a position on the morality of it,’ 
Smithsonian Secretary I. Michael 
Heyman said Tuesday at a press pre- 
view of the exhibit. 

The original plans were to include 
graphic depictions of the damage and 
deaths caused by the bomb. That drew 
bitter complaints from U.S. veterans 
groups that the museum was portray- 
ing the Japanese as victims of 
American aggression’ without 
acknowledging Japan’s atrocities or 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

After five revisions failed to satisfy 
critics, Heyman ordered the scaled- 
back version that he said doesn’t take 
sides, merely letting the crewmen and 
their plane tell the story. 

“T have concluded that we made a 
basic error in attempting to couple a 
historical treatment of the use of the 
atomic weapons with the 50th 
anniversary commemoration of the 
end of the war,” he explained. 

That drew complaints from historian 


Greg Mitchell, who contends that now 


the exhibit presents only the “official” 
position that the bombing was neces- 
sary to end the war without an inva- 
sion of Japan that would cost many 
lives. 

“The average person walking 
through would not get any sense that 
this is an active debate” over the 
morality of the bombing, said 
Mitchell, author of the upcoming 
book, “Hiroshima in America: 50 
Years of Denial.” 

Jo Becker, ‘executive director of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, said the 
unparalleled atomic bombing 
“demands thorough scrutiny.” 

“While we will not and cannot 
ignore the atrocities committed by the 
Japanese forces, as Americans we feel 
particular responsibility for the U.S.’s 
decision to unleash unprecedented 
destruction on the people of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki,” she said. 

Kouichi Yasui, a Hiroshima sur- 
vivor, said he had come from Japan to 
see the exhibit not to condemn the 
United States but “to convey to the 
American people what happened 
there, under that cloud.” 

The exhibit provides a clear look at 
the giant airplane, if not a clear-eyed 
view of the war’s end. 

As.a visitor enters, the craft’s tail 
looms overhead. Turning a corner, 
one of the 2,200-horsepower Wright 
Cyclone engines appears before the 
huge front of the fuselage, then the 
crew compartmient’comes into view. 
Walking along the smooth body of the 
plane, the visitor sees a replica of the 
atomic bomb. From the rear, the 
inside of the bomb bay is seen 
through plexiglass. 

In a videotaped presentation, the 
crew discusses the events of Aug. 6, 
when Enola Gay carried the bomb to 
Hiroshima, and Aug. 9 when it served 
as an advance weather plane for the 
attack on Nagasaki. Japan then sur- 
rendered. 

Navigator Theodore J. Van Kirk 
sums up the events, saying, “We suc- 
ceeded in bringing that carnage to an 
end so everybody got to go home.”

NBA superstars 
look to decertify 
players union

NEW YORK — In an effort to over- 
turn the NBA’s salary cap system and 
prevent a possible lockout, Michael 
Jordan, Patrick Ewing and five other 
players filed an antitrust suit against 
the league Wednesday in federal court 
in Minneapolis. 

The 27-page class action, filed 
against the league and its 29 teams, 
claimed the salary cap and draft are 
illegal because the previous contract 
has expired and the union no longer 
represents a majority of the players. 

Jordan and Ewing also are part of a 
group trying to decertify the union, 
whose leaders reached a tentative 
agreement on a six-year labor deal 
with the league last week. 

“The NBA defendants have jointly 
agreed and conspired to deny plain- 
tiffs the ability to market their ser- 
vices as professional basketball play- 
ers ... through a comprehensive set of 
anticompetitive restrictions,” the suit 
said. 

Three federal appeals courts have 
ruled that labor unions can’t file 
antitrust suits. That has caused dissi- 
dent players to attempt to strip the 
union of its collective bargaining 
authority, opening up the possibility 
of an antitrust case - and its provi- 
sions for triple damages. 

The surprise announcement by. the 
players came hours.-before the NBA 
conducted its annual college draft in 
Toronto. The draft wasn’t affected by 
the lawsuit. 

The NBA and union leaders had no 
immediate comment. 

The other plaintiffs in the suit are 
Stacey Augman of Atlanta, Dale 
Davis of Indiana, Alonzo Mourning of 
Charlotte, and Howard Eisley and 
Stacey King of Minnesota. 

The dissident players claim union 
leaders didn’t keep them properly 
informed about the labor negotiations. 

“They agreed to something without 
asking us,” Ewing said. “If they had 
asked us what we wanted, we would- 
n’t be in the situation we are in 
today.” 

Lawyers for the players who want to 
stop collective bargaining said more 
than half the league’s 324 players 
have signed petitions to decertify the 
National Basketball Players 
Assocation.

House approves amendment to protect fla

WASHINGTON — In a gesture 
timed for the Fourth of July holiday, 
the House overwhelmingly approved 
a constitutional amendment 
Wednesday designed to protect Old 
Glory from burning and other forms 
of desecration. 

The measure, which now goes to the 
Senate, would permit Congress or any 
state to enact flag-protection laws of 
the type the Supreme Court has struck 
down in recent years as an infringe- 
ment of free expression. 

The 312-120 vote was 24 more than 
the two-thirds majority needed and 
came after occasionally passionate 
debate about the relative importance 
of the flag and the constitutional free- 
doms it symbolizes. Among Utah’s 
representatives, the vote was partisan, 
with Hansen and Waldholtz voting for 
the amendment and Orton voting 
against il. 


Non-citizens 
see July 4th in 
different light

The Fourth of July is a holiday 
intended to invoke feelings of patrio- 
tism and pride in

international stu- 
dents at BYU, the 
Fourth of July

“T guess I don’t really think about 
the Fourth of July that much,” said 
Duane Lowry, 22, a sophomore busi- 
ness major from Airdrie, Alberta. “We 
celebrate Canada Day on July 1 and 
do sort of the same things as 
Americans.” 

Even though Canada Day doesn’t 
commemorate a revolution, Lowry 
said it is a day to take pride in being 
Canadian. 

“Canadians aren’t always as patriot- 
ic as Americans, but that doesn’t 
mean they aren’t proud to be 
Canadian,” Lowry said. “Canadians 
especially don’t like to be called 
Americans — like most countries, we 
want to have a separaté identity.” 

“Being Canadian stands for some- 
thing,” said Nathan Lee, 22, a junior 
from Kelowna, British Columbia, 
majoring in accounting. “Canada has 
many of the good qualities that 
America has, but Canadians aren’t 
seen as obnoxious and arrogant in the 
eyes of the world like Americans are.” 

For students from countries almost 
completely removed from American 
culture, the Fourth of July can have 
little significance except to be a 
reminder of their homeland. 

“The Fourth of July doesn’t mean 
that much to me except I have the day 
off from school,” said Junior Tin, 21, 
a sophomore from Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
majoring in computer science. 

“It will probably just make me think 
more about Brazil and Brazilian 
Independence Day.”

Cheering broke out on the House 
floor as the vote tally rose past 290, 
the number needed to assure passage. 
Spectators in the gallery overlooking 
the chamber joined in the applause, 
although they were quickly silenced 
by guards. 

One after another, lawn Ss 
trooped to microphone and profe. ed 
their love for the flag, then promptly 
disagreed over the wisdom of the 
amendment. 

The flag “carries great significance 
for me and for many veterans and for 
a large number of citizens,” said Rep. 
Gerald Solomon, the New York 
Republican whose insistence pushed 
the measure to the floor. 

“As tombstones are not for toppling, 
as churches and synagogues and 
places of worship are not for vandal- 
izing, flags are not for burning,” said 
House Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Henry Hyde, R-II.
